program receives second erant 


With a second grant from the Blue 
Cross & Blue Shield of Mississippi Foun- 
dation, East Central Community College 
(ECCC) in Decatur is enhancing and 
expanding its Warrior Wellness program. 

The Warrior Wellness program began 
in the fall of 2016 with a $127,500 grant 
from the Blue Cross & Blue Shield of 
Mississippi Foundation in an effort to 
create and sustain a culture of wellness 
on ECCC’s campuses and in the local 
communities. 

The most recent grant totaling $92,588 
will expand fitness classes such as yoga, 
toning, kickboxing and circuit training 
that are offered free to students and 
taught by qualified instructors, as well 
as allow the college to offer for-credit 
Health, Physical Education and Recre- 
ation courses. There will be increased 
supervised access to the Wellness Center 
with part-time assistance, and ECCC 
will implement an annual Wellness 
Week to be held each September. The 
grant will also provide additional equip- 
ment for the Wellness Center including a 
commercial treadmill, curl and straight 
barbells, and five commercial spin cycles. 

The initial grant funding allowed the 
college to make transformative equip- 
ment upgrades to the existing Wellness 
Center and equip a wellness assessment 
center on campus; offer program activi- 
ties for students, faculty, and staff; and 

provide healthy lifestyle nutrition and 
exercise education on campus and in the 
communities. The grant also supported 
outreach to area primary and second- 
ary schools, sponsorship of community 
wellness events and supported plans to 
create new spaces for program growth 
and sustainability. 

“Our goal when we began Warrior 
Wellness was to make a positive impact 
on the health of individuals on our cam- 
puses and in the surrounding commur 
nities, and we believe we are doing just 
that,” said ECCC President Dr. Billy 
Stewart. “The interest and participation 
by our campus and local communities 
has been tremendous, and we hope to 
build on that momentum with this new 
grant from the Blue Cross & Blue Shield

Fall testing dates for MI-BEST program announced 


East Central Community College 
has announced dates when prospec- 
tive students can test and interview 
for acceptance into the MI-BEST 
program for spring 2018. 

MI-BEST allows qualified appli- 
cants to take courses they need to 
prepare for the high school equiva- 
lency exam while at the same time 
training for jobs in fields such as 
collision repair technology, busi- 
ness and office technology, certi- 
fied nurse assistant, culinary arts 
technology, hotel and restaurant 


management, and heating, ventila- 
tion, and air conditioning (HVAC). 


There is no cost for tuition for 
students who qualify for MI-BEST. 

Test and interview dates are Oct. 
27, Nov. 10, and Nov. 17. All tests 
and interviews begin at 9 a.m. in 
Room 12 of Etheridge Hall on the 


Decatur campus. 
The computer-based general 


knowledge test includes four parts: 


math with a calculator, math 
without a calculator, language, 
and reading.

Monitors located along 
the serving lines provide 
menu and nutrition infor- 
mation. 

The Gold Room, former- 
ly for faculty and staff 
dining and special func- 
tions, now includes food 
stations and expanded 
seating to accommodate 
more than 100 additional 
resident students who 
now live in the new Wom- 
en’s Residence Hall. 

Double doors have been 
added between the Gor- 
don and Magnolia rooms 
to provide one large serv- 
ing/meeting room. These 
areas will be used for 
faculty and staff dining, 
Board of Trustees lun- 
cheons, and other special 
events. 

The Mabry Cafeteria 
can now serve about 700 
students during a dining 
period, up from 600 stu- 
dents before the renova- 
tion. 

The cafeteria is open 
seven days a week when 
school is in session. 
Breakfast hours are 7 
a.m. to 8:15 a.m. Mon- 
day-Friday and 9 a.m. to 
10 a.m. Saturday; lunch 
hours are 10:45 a.m. to 1 
p-m. Monday-Friday and 
11 a.m. to 1:30 p.m. Sun- 
day; and dinner hours are 
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and 4:30 p.m. to 5:30 p.m. 
Sunday. 

Along with the com- 
plete renovations, one 
project is on-going. All 
above-ground electrical, 
telephone, fiber optic, 
and other utility lines are 
being placed underground 
from Broad Street on the 
front of campus to 10th 
Street on the north side of 
campus. 

Work began in June, 
and the timeline calls for 
the project to be complet- 
ed by December 2017. 

“In addition to helping 
improve the aesthetics 
of campus, this is also a 
hazard mitigation project 
that accomplishes a part 
of our overall plan to re- 
duce the risk of damage to 
property or person during 
hazardous situations,” 
said ECCC President Dr. 
Billy Stewart. “It is an im- 
portant component of the 
5-Year Campus Master 
Plan and will also allow 
ECCC to serve as a stag- 
ing center during emer- 
gency situations when 
power is out elsewhere.” 

The majority of funding 
for the $1.2 million project 
is through the state of 
Mississippi. 

Stewart stated, “We

Career & Technical scholarships 


East Central Communi- 


ty College in Decatur has 
announced changes to its 
policy concerning Career 
& Technical Education 
Scholarships it hopes will 
boost enrollment in those 
programs while providing 
more skilled workers to 
the college’s service area 
and the state of Missis- 
sippl. 

Beginning with the fall 
2018 semester, students 
who receive a Career & 
Technical (CTE) Skills or 
Leadership Scholarship 
to attend ECCC must 
be enrolled in one of the 
college’s CTE programs 
to receive and maintain a 
CTE Scholarship. 

The change did not 
affect students entering 
ECCC as freshmen in fall 
2017, or current students 


who are already attending 


ECCC on a CTE Scholar- 
ship. 

The policy change was 
approved at a recent 
meeting of the college’s 
Board of Trustees. 

“The CTE Skills Schol- 
arship and the CTE 
Leadership Scholarship 
were initially established 
at ECCC to encourage 
students to enroll in and 
receive a certificate or 
degree in one of our CTE 
programs to help fill the 
need for more skilled 
workers, not only in the 
five counties we serve, 
but across our state,” said 


ECCC President Dr. Billy 
Stewart. 

“Unfortunately, over the 
past few years these schol- 
arships have not positive- 
ly impacted enrollment in 
these programs as nearly 
70 percent of those receiv- 
ing the scholarships are 
not enrolled in a Career 
& Technical Education 
program at the college. 

“Our desire with this 
policy change is to ensure 
that the original intent 
of the CTE Scholarship 
program is met.” 

Currently, students are 
only eligible to begin re- 
ceiving a CTE Scholarship 
if they enroll at ECCC as 
a full-time student the fall 
semester immediately fol- 
lowing high school gradu- 
ation. Effective fall 2018, 
in order to receive a CTE 
scholarship, a student 
must also enroll in a CTE 
program or be admitted 
to a healthcare program 
as a full-time student the 
fall semester immediate- 
ly following high school 
graduation. 

Students who initially 
enroll at ECCC in a CTE 
program or are admitted 
to a healthcare program 
and receive the CTE schol- 
arship, but then change 
from that program to an 
academic program at the 
college, will no longer be 
eligible to receive the CTE 
Scholarship at that time. 
In addition, students who

initially enroll at ECCC in 
an academic program in 
the fall semester immedi- 
ately following high school 
graduation, but then - 
change to a CTE program 
in a subsequent semester, 
will not be eligible to re- 
ceive the CTE scholarship 
at that time. 

The current require- 
ments for receiving and 
maintaining a CTE 
Scholarship can be found 
at www.eccc.edu/scholar- 
ships. 

Stewart said that some 
95 percent of all first- 
time, full-time students 
enrolling in ECCC benefit 
from some sort of financial 
support, including numer- 
ous scholarships awarded 
annually through the 
college’s Foundation. 

Depending upon the 
availability of funding, the 
Slagle In-District Tuition 
Scholarship may also be 
available to students. This 
serves as a “gap filler” and 
awards several thou- 
sand dollars annually to 
ECCC students who are 
in need of funds to cover 
tuition expenses. Students 
interested in the Slagle 
In-District Tuition Schol- 
arship must reside in the 
college’s five-county dis- 
trict and complete all the 
necessary requirements to 
be considered.

Chicago White Sox 
shortstop Tim Anderson, 
a Tuscaloosa, Ala., native, 
and longtime football 
coach and former two- 
sport athlete Jeff Breland 
of Lake will join an elite 
group of men and women 
when they are inducted 
into the East Central 
Community College Ath- 
letic Hall of Fame. 

Anderson is a member 
of the Class of 2013 and 
was drafted in the first 
round, 17th overall, by 
the Chicago White Sox 
following a stellar two- 
year career at East Cen- ' 
tral Community College. 
After quickly working his 
way through the minor 
leagues, he is currently 
the starting shortstop in 
Chicago. 

When notified of his 
selection to the ECCC 
Athletic Hall of Fame, 
Anderson said, “This is 
such an honor, one of the 
greatest honors of my 
career. I’m so excited to 
be receiving this award. It 
means a lot to know that 
my EC family still keeps 
up with my progress as a 
person and as a player. To 
my Hast Central family, 
thank you for some of the 
best memories of my life, 
and thank you for allow- 
ing me to receive such a 
prestigious honor.” 

Anderson was a two- 


JASsOClaUlOll Pitsy teat 
All-American in 2018, 
held the highest batting 
average in the nation at 
.495 and was named 2013 
NJCAA Male Athlete of 
the Year. 

He was also a member 
of the 2013 State Cham- 
pionship squad, which he 
said was “one of the best 
moments of my career.” 

He credits the college 
with helping him with 
both athletic and personal 
goals. 

“Having access to all of 
the necessary resources 
helped me to become a 
better man and a better 
player,” he said. “The 
coaching staff was phe- 
nomenal. Coach Holliman 
and the other coaches 
genuinely cared about 
me as a human being as 
opposed to a kid who plays 
baseball.” 

In addition to former 
coaches, Anderson says 
his family has always 
played an important role 
in both his life and career. 

“My mom (Lucille 
Brown), my dad (Roger 
Brown), my two brothers 
(Frederick Brown and 
Kendrick Brown) and my 
sister (Latonya Howard) 
have really been influen- 
tial throughout my life.

Following his gradua- 
tion from East Central, 
Breland completed his 
degree at Mississippi 
State University before 
embarking on an accom- 

plished coaching career 
that would span three de- 
cades and amass a 159-65 
record as a head coach at 
Lake, Newton and New- 
ton County high schools. 

His teams had 16 
playoff appearances and 
two south state champi- 
onship game appearances 
as a head coach. He has 
served as an assistant 
and a head coach for both 
the Bernard Blackwell 
All-Star football game 
and the Mississippi/Al- 
abama All-Star football 
game. During his stint as 
head coach, Breland led 
his Mississippi team to 
victory in 2015 ending a 
seven-year losing streak 
to Alabama. He was twice 
named Region 5-3A Coach 
of the Year. 

He has served as an as- 
sistant coach for 11 years ' 
at Lake, Biloxi, and Lou- 
isville high schools, where 
he was a part of nine 
playoff appearances, six 
south state championship 
appearances and three 
state championships. 

After retiring as head 
coach at Lake High School 
in January 2016, Breland 
now serves in a part-time 
capacity as athletic direc- 
tor for the Scott County 
School District. 

“This position is allow- 
ing me to still be involved 
in athletics without the 
high stress level from 
coaching,” he said.

“Mr. Billy Pierce, former 
superintendent of Newton 
County Schools, hired

to run with him one day. 

T asked ‘how far’ and he 
replied ‘a mile or two. He 
suckered me in. I accept- 
ed the challenge. At this 
time, Doc was probably 
in his 50s. We hit the 
road jogging and he got 
stronger and stronger the 
farther he went. I had to 
call timeout for a break. 
He said ‘What’s wrong, 
Mr. Breland?’
